No Basis for Peace 


GENEVA, Switzerland— (JP)—Efforts 


of a sub-committee of the council of 
the League of Nations to keep Italy 
and Ethiopia at peace apparently had 
run jhto a stone wall Tuesday night 


Salvador de Madariaga of Spain, 


chairman of the subicommttlee of 
five nations, reported no common 
ground had been found. 
,Hc said that conversations with the 
Italian delegation, have proved "very 
far from satisfactory," and it seem- 
ed doubtful whether it would be worth 
while to pursue them further.

Hoare, British foreign secretary, ef- 
forts went forward between France 
and Britain to reach .a solution.

"They travel through the minds of 


many long before they are acted out 
by one who is caught by such a cur- 
rent. The crime is committed many 
a time in fantasy and in many forms 
long before it takes the shape of real 
action. 


"These persons spread the seed. It 


;s a form of psychological infection 
which travels through the psycholotri- 
val network that exist in the com- 
munity. 


Crime in Mind. 


"Every crime exists in various de- 


grees of maturity in the minds of in- 
dividuals scnsilizicd for Those partic- 
ular forms of crime. The germ of a 
crime of this sort is scattered in the 
minds of thousands of individuals. 


"In Louisiana we have to visualize a 


Mnte- of millions of individuals in emo- 
tional turmoil during a number of 
years. These emotions separate groups 
in the community according to their 
partisanship for or against the dic- 
tator. 


"From these groups every possible 


emotion, jealousy, fear, hatred, anger, 
sympathy, travels through the psycho- 
logical network and affects the more 
sensitive individuals more, 
the less 


sensitive ones less .and some not at all. 


"It is from the Hucy Long sensitive 


agents that the actor may one day 
arise. He is caught by an anti-Long 


current. He is more of a symbolthan 
an individual at the time. 


Realized Danger 


"From the other angle the position 


of Hucy Long in the network was 
.similarly characteristic and significant. 
Tile more powerful the currents in the 
networks against him

In fact, his fear for years never 
left him. He had to employ more asd 
more bodyguards. 


"In recent months, it has been stal-
